CSSA fights 
against 
limitation of 
Pell Grant 
eligibility

In response to a possible change 
to Pell Grant eligibility, the As- 
sociated Students Inc. Senate has 
passed a resolution opposing any 
such changes to the program. 

The California State Student As- 
sociation (CSSA) sent student rep- 
resentatives to Washington, D.C. 
from Oct. 24 to 28,:to lobby for 
the preservation of the current Pell 
Grant eligibility system. 

According to a press release 
from the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives Committee on Appropriation, 
the Department of Education was 
funded $69 billion, forcing the La- 
bor, Health and Human Services, 
Education, and related agencies to 


make cuts to some programs for the 


2012 funding draft. 

The current maximum Pell 
Grant award of $5,550 will not be 
cut, according to Michael Quibuy- 
en, Cal State Long Beach ASI trea- 
surer. 

However, the congressional defi- 
cit reduction supercommittee con- 
sidered restricting eligibility for 
Pell Grants from 18 semesters to 12 
semesters and eliminating students 
who are taking less than six units a 
semester, Quibuyen said. 

The bipartisan supercommitte 
ended meetings on Nov. 21 after be- 
ing unable to reach an agreement on 
how to decrease the United States’

Alexander believes he was invited to 
the policy meeting because of his uni- 
versity’s standing in higher education. 

“Since we have among the lowest 
student loan debt in the nation and re- 
main among the most affordable uni- 
versities in the nation, [the Obama ‘Ad- 


-ministration] wanted to talk about how 


we have done this,” Alexander said via 
email. 

The Cal State Long Beach president 
is no stranger to Washington, D.C., but 
the meeting, which is being called “un- 
usual”. by some, came after a Friday 
invitation from the White House. 

That’s short notice for a meeting 
with the president of the United States. 

“T left our great Winterfest Concert 
on Sunday evening,” Alexander said. 
“We met at the West Wing of the White 
House at 10:30 a.m.” : : 

Alexander took a red-eye flight Sun- 


day night and arrived in Washington, 
D.C., early Monday morning, accord- 
ing to CSULB officials. 

The CSULB president has led lob- 
bying efforts in the past, including a 
push for the Student Aid and Fiscal 
Responsibility Act (SAFRA), a 2010 
federal law that allowed students to ap- 
ply for loans through the government’s 
Direct Lending Program. 

“Now we can go to Washington and 
advocate for changes in student aid that 
help our students without having to 
worry about where the banking lobby 
sits and how they’re going to benefit,” 


' Alexander said at the time. “This was a 


major victory for students. [The CSU] 
is very much engaged in these battles.” 
Last year, Alexander won the Cali- 
fornia State Student Association’s 
President of the Year award for a presi- 
dent “who has assisted the CSSA in ad- 
vancing its statewide policy agenda.”

A’resolution in support of grant- 
ing students an 11-month warning 
for tuition increases was passed by 
the Associated Students Inc. Senate 
Nov. 30. 

‘Assembly Bill 970, also known 
as the Working Family Student 


.Fee Transparency and Account- 


ability Act, atthored by Assembly 
Member Paul Fong and the Califor- 
nia State Student Association, at- 
tempts to give students a period of 
time to financially adjust to tuition 
increases. 

ASI’s resolution in support of the 
legislation will be sent to the Cali- 
fornia State University Chancel- 
lor’s office, assembly members and 
Gov. Jerry Brown in the hopes of 
promoting AB-970 to the Califor- 
nia Legislature in Sacramento. 

According to Michael Quibuyen, 
ASI treasurer and CSSA vice presi- 
dent of university affairs, the as- 
sembly bill is currently sitting in a 
hold file in the legislature’s budget

comihittee‘and not being discussed. 

“We’re waiting for all of the 
other [CSU] campuses to pass their 
own similar resolutions so that we 


have more ammunition to use in 


Sacramento,” Quibuyen said. “If 
enough students oppose it — which 
is 412,000 hopefully — then that 
should be enough to hopefully 
bring it out of hold and back into a 
more active state.” 

The Chancellor’s office is op- 
posed to AB-970. They claim that 
asking for a budgetary prediction 
of 11 months into the future is un- 
realistic, Quibuyen said. 

California legislators decide 
what programs to. cut based on 
evaluating Gov. Jerry Brown’s state 
budget in advance, Quibuyen said. 

However, CSSA has already es- 
tablished their support of the bill and 
will continue lobbying for a tuition 
increase warning period next spring. 

According to Quibuyen, the As- 
sembly Bill was drafted partially as 
a response to a class action lawsuit 
against the University of California 
system. Students sued the univer- 
sity because it raised tuition after 
tuition rates had already been an- 
nounced. 

“The CSU can be sued for the 
same exact reason,” Quibuyen said. 
“What AB970 does is, you know... 
it could help the system not get 
sued by students who want their 
money back.” 
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Consumers pay the price 
for cleaner coal, new plant 


MARISSA, Ill. (MCT) — Some 
285 feet underground, miners trudge 
behind a hulking remote-controlled 
machine that spins metal spikes into 
the earth and grinds out 20 tons of coal 
every 30 seconds. 


Within months this mine will dis- © 


gorge 20,000 tons of coal per day via 
conveyor belt into the boilers of Prairie 
State, the largest coal-fired generating 
plant built in the U.S. in 30 years. The 
1,600-megawatt power plant, which 
will become fully operational in 2012 
and produce enough electricity to 
power 2.5 million homes across eight 
states, is outfitted with more than $1 
billion in environmental controls. 

The Prairie State Energy Campus 
likely wouldn’t exist had its develop- 
ers not locked in long-term contracts 
that pass on construction costs to con- 
sumers. 3 


“This is the cleanest coal plant you 
can get. I don’t know how you could 
make it much cleaner,” Tom Foust, re- 
liability manager for Prairie State, re- 
cently told visitors. The cost of Prairie 
State already exceeds $5 billion, partly 
due to the expense of meeting tighten- 
ing environmental regulations. 

In the face of such requirements, 
some utilities are closing coal-fired 
plants. Roughly 8,000 megawatts of 
coal-fired power has gone offline since 
2005. An additional 21,000 megawatts 
is expected to be lost by 2018. 

Still, other utilities believe they can 
meet federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency regulations through retro- 
fits or utilizing new technologies that 
lessen costs to comply. 

“The impending EPA regulations 
on fossil-fuel-fired power plants are 
likely the single most important thing

happening to the utility sector over the 
next five to 10 years,” said Michael 
Lapides, vice president and senior ana- 
lyst who follows utilities for Goldman 
Sachs Group Inc. 

Regardless of whether utilities add 


more pollution controls, some envi- 
ronmentalists say shutting coal-fired 
plants makes the most sense because 
such plants will always produce emis- 
sions that are harmful to public health.

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sovereign debt. 

According to Quibuyen, CSSA 
aims to preserve Pell Grant eligibility 
because it currently “maintains access 
for students in unique situations” such 
as not being in a high socioeconomic 
status. 

“They kept asking us, ‘Which one 
of these eligibility requirements would 
you cut?’? We said we wouldn’t cut 
any,” Quibuyen said. 

Committee members argued that 
limiting eligibility would help eradi- 
cate straw students. 


Straw students are students who / 


reap Pell Grant rewards only to leave 
without using the money for their edu- 
cation. 

CSSA lobbyists responded by 
bringing up the issue of for-profit uni- 
versities receiving more than half of 
California Pell Grant money relative 
to the number of students they have. 

Despite receiving 20 percent of 
federal Pell Grant funding for their 
students, which make up 10 percent 
of all university students nationwide, 
for-profit universities have low gradu- 
ation rates. 

Quibuyen stated he was surprised 
to see that legislators were unaware of 
some for-profit universities’ system- 
atic misuse of Pell Grant money, but 
were instead focused on the money 
abuse by individual students. 

“TI know it probably happens, but we 
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Associated Students Inc. passed a resolution opposing congressional plans to limit Pell Grant eligi- 
bility. The congressional budget supercommittee considered plans to restrict eligibility last month. 


didn’t think it was that big of an issue,” 
Quibuyen said. “I mean, the students 
who do that would most likely get 
caught because the system has all of 
your information.” 

Quibuyen found the trip to Wash- 
ington, D.C., to be very “enlighten- 
ing.” 

“I just feel that-in D.C., they re- 
ally don’t know the educational issues 
California is facing and it’s kind of 


scary because you’d like to think that 


education is one of their top priorities,” 
Quibuyen said. 
Quibuyen continued that although

“There really needs to be more fed- 
eral lobbying efforts from campuses 
because D.C. is just in this bubble, 
they just don’t really know what’s go- 


ing on,” Quibuyen said. 

CSSA also lobbied for TRIO pro- 
grams, which are federal outreach pro-. 
grams designed to help students with 
low-income, first-generation college 
students, and individuals with dis- 
abilities. 

However, Quibuyen predicts that 
the TRIO programs will face little to 
no cuts, as it only requires approxi- 
mately $950-million from the federal 
budget. -

The upgraded Wi- 
Fi system is more 
secure and faster than 
previous system.

Beachnet+, the upgraded Wi-Fi sys- 
tem that allows students to stay logged 
in to the campus server longer, broke its 
own record last week for most users in 
a day with 22,000 users. 

The wireless service, accessible as of 
Dec. 1, is now more secure and faster 
forall users, according to Steve La, di- 
rector of network, telecommunications 
and security. 

The Wi-Fi system is now fully inte- 
grated with BeachMail, meaning users 
can use the same username and pass- 
word for both Beachnet+ and Beach- 
mail. Beachnett+ is also fully integrated 
with the latest Windows 7, Mac OSX, 
iPhone and other new mobile services, 
according to La. 

Cal State Long Beach system engi- 
neers created a new server and security 
system for the new. Wi-Fi service. La 
said Beachnet+ utilizes the latest Wi- 
Fi security that encrypts all connec- 
tions to prevent hackers or hijacking 
on popular accounts such as Facebook, 
Amazon and Google. 

“We wanted to create a simple yet 
secure Wi-Fi network for our students 
without the need for lengthy configura- 
tion instructions on students’ mobile 
devices,” La said. “We realized that not 
all devices, especially the older ones, 
are compatible, nor support the latest 
WPA2 security standard.” 

Beachnet+ will keep users connect- 
ed for a longer period of time, without 
needing to constantly log in to the net- 
work, according to La. 

“Beachnet+ is so much faster than 
before,” said Morgan Sedra, a sopho- 
more liberal studies major. “I don’t 
have to constantly log in my username 
and password anymore.” 

However, faculty and staff’s email 
will not be integrated with Beachnet+ 
until the email migration to Exchange 
2010 is complete: 
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Allocated taxes could benefit higher education the most 


The Los Angeles Times along with the Univer- 
sity of Southern California Dornsife College of 
Letters, Arts and Sciences recently released the 
results of a poll, which found that Californians 
would be willing to pay more taxes if the money 
went toward public ‘education. : 

According to the 
study, 64 percent of 
voters whether they are 
Republican or Demo- 
crat, would not mind an increase in taxes as long 
~ as the money went toward public education. 

With tuition rates at an all-time high and 
another nine percent tuition hike on the horizon, 
clearly something needs to change. This study ~ 
proves that people young and old are aware of the 
problem, and realize that education should be a 
higher priority. 

The problem with the idea of raising taxes in — 
order to fix the education budget is that there 
would have to be regulations making sure that 
the money is going specifically to education, and 
toward things that matter. It would be a waste if 
they raised taxes and the situation did not change. 

In the 1960s, Cal State schools were virtually 
free, and a public college education was available 
to almost anyone who was willing to put the time 
and effort toward it. Now most students struggle 
to finish college on time due to reduced classes, 
and are rewarded with massive debt as soon as 
they do. 

Forty-three percent of CSULB students who 
arrive here as freshmen took out loans to pay for 
school; most of these students will be required 
to start paying off those loans within the first six 
months after they graduate. 

Earlier this year, an initiative called “Oil 
Extraction Fee To Save Education” was pro- 
posed. This would charge oil companies a 15 
percent “extraction fee” every time they drill in 
California. Extraction fees have already been

implemented in both Alaska and Texas, and they bring in billions of 


dollars each year. 


The initiative to use the extraction fees to save education would 
make sure that the money goes toward public education, and that 
the big oil companies don’t try to avoid the fee. A penalty fee would 


be implemented if any company dodged the fee. 


If taxes were to be raised to benefit education, regulations like 


these would have to be put in place to make sure the money goes 
where it is needed. The money would need to be used to pay for the 
things that our tuition pays for right now. This way, tuition could be 
lowered and students could afford to pay for school. If the money - 
doesn’t go toward lowering tuition, then we would be paying the 
same for school while also paying more taxes. 

This poll proves that people are aware of the education problem 


and are willing to do something about it. This is a good start, but 
more thought needs to be put toward how the money would be taxed 
and what it would be spent on. 

The proponents of the oil extraction fee had the right idea when 
they put restrictions on where the money would go. Raising taxes is 
too abstract of an idea, and we need a more concrete plan if we are 
going to solve this education crisis.

Ugland: LBSU women’s volleyball team 


has plenty of reasons to be hopeful 


Despite losing four 
seniors, the 49ers will 
return an abundance 
of young talent in 
2012.

The departure of one of the great- 
est players in Long Beach State wom- 
en’s volleyball history, senior Caitlin 
Ledoux, and fellow classmate Lauren 
Minkel leaves this team in the hands of 
more than “A Few Good Women” for 
next season. 

Outside hitter Ledoux is’ one of five 
players in LBSU history to have fin- 
ished her career with at least 1,000 kills 
and 1,000 digs. Ledoux tied Cheryl 
Weaver for fifth all-time on the LBSU 
career kills list with 1,589 and is among 
the top 10 in career digs with 1,101. 

She is also one of only three 49ers 
in history [Alexis Crimes and Misty 
May-Treanor] to be named to the All- 
Big West Conference first team in four 
consecutive seasons. 

Minkel lived up to all the intangibles 
and leadership that is expected out of 
the libero position. She finished 34 digs 
short of the school record, amassing 
1,653 for her career. 

The 2011 season was one to be re- 
membered for the 49ers. They posted 
a 23-7 record overall, including a 14-2 
mark in the Big West, giving them their 
12th conference title. The Ledoux-led 
Beach squad also ran off 15 consecutive 
victories — the longest LBSU winning 


streak in 10 years. 

', As easy as it seemed for the ‘Nin- 
ers, they were thrown a few curveballs 
along the way. The Beach was more 
injured than healthy throughout the 
season, which makes its 23-7 mark 
even more admirable. Ledoux, Haleigh 
Hampton, Janisa Johnson and Alma 
‘Serna sustained significant injuries 
that caused them to miss a considerable 
amount of match and practice time. 

Not to mention, fifth-year co-captain 
Michelle Osunbor and senior Jocelyn 
Neely were unable to play a single set 
due to season-ending injuries. 

The question bears asking, if this 
LBSU team was injury-free for the en- 
tire year, what would this past season 
have looked like? 

Maybe, the 49ers would have gone 
undefeated in Big West play, instead 
of losing to two opponents they would 
decisively beat later in the season when 
they were closer to full strength. 

Had they gone 16-0 in conference, 
though, the ‘Niners’ Ratings Percent- 
age Index ranking (RPI) would’ve been 
higher, and as a result, they would’ve 
faced a far more favorable opponent in 
the first round of the NCAA Tourna- 
ment. 

Unfortunately for the 49ers, though, 
it’s too late to think about what could’ve 
been had they not faced No. 20-ranked 
University of San Diego for the second 
consecutive season and lost. 

Looking in the rearview is not an 
option for this squad. It’s all about 
the future, and what obstacles it must 
overcome moving forward. Next year’s 
49ers will have to move on without 
Ledoux, Minkel, Osunbor and Neely. 

LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
has put together a solid group of young 
players who are poised for breakout 


seasons in 2012, if they hadn’t already 


made their mark in 2011. 

Despite a multitude of injuries, the 
underclassmen put in a lot of work this 
season, and it showed in their perfor- 
mance. - 

The middle blocking positions are 
set with sophomore Hampton and 
freshman Serna providing the roof over 
the heads of their teammates. Hampton 
recorded a team-high of 330 kills and 
finished first in the Big West in block- 
ing with 184. i 

Hampton was also named first team 
All-Big West for the second consecu- 
tive season. Serna played through 
multiple injuries over the course of the 
season, and still finished second behind 
Hampton on the Big West blocks list 
with 149, 

Freshman setter Erin Juley’s 1146 as- 
sists helped lead the ‘Niners to a .253 
hitting percentage, which was good for 
first in conference play. Juley took over 
the position from sophomore Ashley 
Vazquez with her stellar performance 
against then No. 7 Washington, and 
played every set from that point on. 

A possible replacement at the libero 
position could be freshman serve-spe- 
cialist Tyler Jackson. Jackson led the 
team with 29 aces on the season. She 
was also one of six players to make an 
appearance in every match. 

Sophomore outside hitter Delainey 
Aignet-Swesey who had 130 kills as a 
freshman, built upon her stellar open- 
ing season, finishing this season with 
224 kills. Freshman outside hitter Bre 
Mackie came on strong in the absence 
of Ledoux early in the season, too, re- 
cording 126 kills in just 76 sets. Mackie 
also came up with 68 blocks on the sea- 
son. 

Junior outside hitter Janisa Johnson
